DUTUNO the last few weeks I 
have been ^.escribing the mecha­ 
nisms which make the body continue 
to function ae a living organism. 
Th* astonishing thing 1& that all 
this goes on automatically. 
The 
food is digested for us. the digestive 
juices are poured out, our lungs 
breathe regularly, the blood mixes 
the food and air. the heart pounds 
along and the blood vessels dis­ 
tribute the blood to all parts of 
the body, allowing Just enough for 
its momentary needs, and then the 
kidneys end lungs and skin get rid 
of the waste products All this is 
done lf we are in good health, 
without the least friction, so that 
we are kept In a state of good 
feeling. And it is a1! done without 
the necessity of one taking 
any 
thought whatever. 


Would Spoil K 


In fact, lf we did take thought it 
would probably 
spoil 
the whole 
thing. There is the fable of the 
centipede who was asked which leg 
he moved first in progressing. He 
had always done it automatically 
and when he got to thinking about 
it, he got all tied up. 
There are lots of people like this 
centipede. They get worried about 
their heart beat or their intestines 
moving, and begin to try to fix 
them sometimes 
with 
medicine. 
They end up almost invariably in a 
terrible shape, unhappy and inef­ 
ficient. 
To a certain extent, ail these or­ 
gans work automatically, but there 
is the need for some co-ordination 
between them. This is accomplish­ 
ed by one of the most intricate and 
beautiful systems in the body—the 
autonomic nervous system. 
In order to understand this, we 
must go back to rather primitive 
forms of animal life. An earthworm, 


for instance, carries on exclusively 
as a vegetative organism. It has no 
brain to do any thinking, no eyes, 
no ears to receive impressions of 
the outside world, so it exists as a 
digestive tube, surrounded by an 
outer wall of skin and muscles and 
a circulatory and excretory system. 


Control Functions 


If you dissect an earthworm you 
will find scattered 
about, usually 
closely connected with the digestive 
tube, some masses of nerve tissue 
which send fibers to each other and 
ail the organs. These ganglia, re­ 
ceiving impulses of heat and cold 
and posit I on. control autom atically 
the earthworm ’s functions. 
This old automatic nervous sys­ 
tem developed in animal life long 
before the higher nervous centers 
appeared. 
It is represented In

tebral column. Its fibers communi­ 
cate with each other and then fibers 
go to all the blood vessels, glands 
and involuntary 
muscles
